guarding of investments, and the status of women un­ 
der state and federal laws in these and many other 
matters. 


It is a phase of education too frequently neglected 
where women are concerned. 
The New York institu­ 
tion is meeting a present need in providing such in­ 
struction, and is getting an example for other organ­ 
izations, public and private.

We all realize the ne­ 
cessity 
for sewers, for lights, and 
for parks, but these subjects are all 
dwarfed into insignificance by the 
demand for water. 
Without water 
there is no future for the city and 
she will remain a mere filling station 
between Los Angeles and San Diego; 
with water nothing can prevent her 
becoming a metropolic of, at least, 
100,000 people, extending from the 
hills to the bay. 
Santa Ana’s water supply is threat­ 
ened, and It may be maintained in 
one way only. 
The water comes 
from two sources, the ground and the 
hills. 
The ground supply, by far the 
greater quantity, is failing rapidly. 
The water in the hills must be saved. 
The conservation of this water beg­ 
gars all other questions before the 
people of Santa Ana today. 
The people were startled, yes, as­ 
tounded to learn a few days ago, 
through the city press, that the steps 
taken towards conservation several 
months ago were to be abandoned; 
that no reply was to be made to the 
protests of Mr. Irvine and the irriga­ 
tion companies that our case was to 
go by deft ult. 
Thirty years ago there were a good­ 
ly number of artesian wells within 
the present city limits. 
One of them 
I was the famous Cole well, a shallow 
well, on 
est First street. 
That 
well alone could h ale supplied the 
present water needs of the city. Now, 
not a single artesian well remains. 
Two of the present city wells, not so 
many years ago, were flowing wells; 
now the water in them is over 32 feet 
below the surface; that, too, after ex­ 
ceptionally heavy rains. 
The water 
in the Fourteenth street well is now 
i 48 feet from the surface. 
Last Au- 
‘ gust the wells at the main 
plant 
reached a low water mark of 46 to 
48 feet. 
Deeper and deeper have 
the city wells been bored, and lower 
and lower has gone the water level. 
This winter’s heavy rains have not 
m aterially raised the wells; nor are 
there any prospects of the wells be­ 
ing raised from any source, unless we 
bore deeper.
